THE RECONVENING of the 
Geneva Conference this year is in- 
evitable, and not necessarily un- 
desirable.

But what 
counts Is the upshot. In 1978, Bank 
Hapoalim acquired full ownership 
of Ampal, and therefore of the 
daughter company too. It grouped 
the three institutions — Ampal, 
the Israel-America Bank, and the 
Industrial Bank — into one com- 
plex under a single official, Haim 
Duvshany, formerly of the Bank 
of Israel. 

Duvshany's unit handles all the 
industrial investments, financed 
mostly by the inflow from the pen- 
ston funds. G'mul still operates, 
but has shrunk in size. Its 
manager, Eytan Avneyon, was 
coopted as one of the joint manag- 
ing directors of Bank Hapoaiim. 
He has now left G’mul, and his 
main activity Is running the 
Histadrut-owned insurance com- 
pany, Haasneh. 

Once the pension funds‘ con- 
tributions were invested hy sub- 
sidiaries of Bank Hapoalim, they 
started appearing — to the 
astonishment of onlookers — on 
its balance-sheet. This shows six 
types of deposit, including de- 
mand deposits, time deposits, 


deposits of other banks, deposits 
of the Government and depoalts of 
the Bank of Israel.

a ‘'substantial number" of 
animals. He did admit however 
that compared with canine units 
‘In other parts of the world, 
Israel" ‘ is a very small one, 
“But, he added proudly "our 
bull’a-eye hits are impressive." 

“One of our main problems is 
the recruiting of trainers,’ he told 
me, ‘Today If someone volunteers 
for the police, it isn't because he 
wats to be # handler.

Does your dog hanker for a meaningful and satisfying 
career?

LAST WEEK I shopped at the 
opervair market on New York's 
Lower East Side — the old Jewish 
sectlon. This week I was back in 
my familiar stomping ground, the 
Carmel Market of Tel Aviv. 

Take it from me: you can gave 
yourself the fare to the United 
States {f all you want is an end-of- 
winter shopping spree for clothing 
bargains, We've got most of them 
right here — for the price of a bus 
ticket to Carmel Street, 

Of course, there are some 
differences. If you want good 
kosher delicatessen food (such as 

“a corned beef sandwich on rye 
wlth a potato “knish"’ and a car- 
bonated celery drink), you're atill 
better off in New York. But the 


Lower East Side is not what it | 


used to be. The shopkcepers along 
Delancy and Orchard Streets are 
sill predominantly Jewish, but 


the customers are mainly blacks . 
and Puerto Ricans. Most are ° 


bargain-hunting, but some are 
there for attempts at shoplifting 
and purse-snatching. Uniformed 
policemen are very much in 
rvidence In the New York outdoor 
market, much more conspicuous- 
ly than the elvil defence guards 
who patrol our market-placea. 
Sunday, the official American 
day of rest, is the busy day for the 
Lower East Side shops and 
puashcarts. I was looking through ἃ 
sidewalk rack of bargain blouses 
(one dollar — IL@ — apiece) when 
a scuffle broke out between a 
shopkeeper and a black youth 
suspected of lifting a pile of shirts. 
A policeman, 8180 black, 
appeared instantly, apprehended

They are marked, 
“Made in Israel,’" and are ob- 
viousty export surplus. 

Indeed, all kinds of sweaters 
are selling In the Carmel Market 
at present at prices which beat 
anything I saw In the U.S. 
Children's acrilan-stretch 
pullovers are selling for IL10 and 
1L12, and I picked up a fantastic 
V-necked school sweater for 1L20 
the other day. The vendor claimed 
it was “ATA surplus."' I also 


| bought good quality corduroy 


slacks for my toddler at the shui 
for ILis — just what 1 paid fora 
similar pair in Gimbel's bargain 
bascment in New York. 
Women's pullovers in the 
Carmel Market average IL20 to 
1L25 — again cheaper than what I 
found in New York, and no 
different in quality or variety. 
{New York City has an eight per 
cent sales tax on all commodities, 
which makes things higher than 
the price you see printed on the 
tag.) Heavy-weight jacket- 
sweaters for women are about 
TL60 in the ahuk today — which is 
not so cheap, but stil] much less 
than in regular shops. But with 
end-of-season discounts of 10 and 
20 per cent, you can get brand- 
name clothing in our local shops 
— for instance, Solog garments 
for children — at prices com- 
parable to brand-name wear in 
the U.S. One difference ‘is that 
American children's weur for

THERE ARE at least two items of 
children's wear which J found in 
the U.S. and would like to see 
more of from our local Industry. 
One fs night-gowns for little girls 
(ming prefer them to pyjamas); 
the. other is girls' Hehtweight 
stocking-tights for houtcd homes 
and transitional season wenr. 
American children's quilted- 
nylon houded jackets for winter 
are also lighter in weight than 
ours, without aacrificing warmth. 
They are cheaper than ours, ton, 
especially in the sales. Bathrobes 
for children arc more commonly 


off their covers. 

One of the things I was seeking 
for myself in U.S. department 
stores was an inexpenslve pants. 
suit — and I never found one to ny 
liking. I did find some very attrae. 
tive ones in polyester knit in our 
own Carmel Market the other day 
— but unfortunately not in my 
size. If you're the adventurous 
sort, you can dig through a whole 
pile of dresses and suits on the 
pushgart in front of 33, Carmel 
Stroet, corner of Rabbi Akiva. The 
pants and jackets sell for ILgg 
euch. Sometimes you find a com. ᾿ 
plete suit; sumetimes you don't, 
The sizes are mostly big ones — 
export surplus marked with the 
American sizes 18, 20, 22 and 24— 
which are the equivalents of 48 
and upwards. Some of the. 
separate slacks are smaller sizes, 


AS AN SSRAELI shopper in 
America, what I found attractive 
were the moderate- and lower- 
priced department stores — such 
as Macy's and Gimbel's dnd Alex- 
ander's and Ovbach's in New 
York, where there are always 
“sale"' and ‘‘special" racks of 
constantly-changing merchan- 
dise. You can select and try on 
clothes to your heart's content 
with a minimum of interference 
from sales personnel. And ff you 
buy something (except In certain 
“na refund sales'') and then 
decide at hame you don't like it, 
you can take {t back and get a 
prompt eash refund — with no 
questions asked. This {s 
something I would like to see ua 
attain in the merchandising field 
in Israel. 

On the other hand, the very 
abundance of consumer merchan- 
dise in the U.S. is overpowerlng — 
and often baffling to a visitor.

LIGHTEN our darkness, the 
Psalmist pleads, and he has final- 
ly been answered by Haim Bar. 
Lev, with a dashing victory over 
himself. As Minister of Develop- 
ment, responsible for the Electric 
Corporation, Bar-Lev three 
months ago ordered an after- 
hours lights-out in all business and 
commercial premises in a fuel- 
saving effort. (Can one imagine 
the Agriculture Minister telling us 
to eat fewer vegetables, or the In- 
formation Minister, whoever he 
will’ be, saying, ‘Don't ask so 
many questions'’? 

Shopkeepers, arguing that 
darkened windows inhibited buy- 
ing, appealed to the Minister of 
Commerce — Halim Bar-Lev. 
After weeks of internal debate, 
the Commerce Minister con- 
vineed the Development Minister 
that the loss to trade was too high 
a price to pay for ‘the saving in 
fuel. 

The next stage is for Interior 
Minister Yosef Burg to convince 
Bar-Lev that safety in our streets 
demands abrogation of the 
punitive rate charged to 
municipalities for normal street 
lighting. Maybe here the Prime 
Minister himself will intervene: if 
he is unable to shed much light on 
where his Government is leading 
us In its negotiations with Dr. K., 
then at least let him enable us to 
see clearly where we ag In- 
dividuals are walking or driving. 
This 18 impossible in the present 
dim-out. Furthermore, public 
morale is ill-served by gloom.

Their demand for repatriation 
to Israc] was based on the premise 
that “γε, Orthodox Jews, belleve 
that there is no faith without 
tradition'' — and the Jewish tradi- 
tlon prescribes love for 
Jerusalem. The spirit of the 
millions of Jews who perished at 
the hands of oppressors during the 
centurios of dispersion were with 
them in their fight for their right 
to rebuild Jerusalem. 

The 18 wero eventually given 
permission to leave for Israel, but 
only after numerous other appeals 
to world leaders, including the 
late French President Pompidou. 

The Soviet authorities have 
often tried to counter ‘‘Zioniat 
Jeaninga'’ by producing anti- 
Zionist declarations from people 
bearing typical Jewish names. 
The retort came In form of letters 
to the editors of the newspapers 
that published such statements. 
Victor Polski (then in Moscow, to- 
day in Israel) assured ‘‘Pravda" 
that renegades, asserting they 
had “nothing Jewish left in their 
velns,"' could not speak for the 
Jews. And Yosef Kerler, a Yiddish 
poet (now living in Jerusalem), 
said thet Bernstein and Fridel, 
authors of an anti-Zionist article 
in "Izvestiya,"’ were abetting 
pogroms — hastening to add that 
they were doing so "in a situation 
of absolute iack of anti- 
Semitism." But Grisha Felgin, 
one of the earliest fighters (now in 
Israel), wrote ‘An Appeal to the 
Jewish People" [ἢ which he warn- 
ed of "massive repreasions" in 


dom. Historical treatises, some of 
them most important sources of 
information, were composed in 
1Gth-century Italy, among them 
“Shevet Yehuda" and ''Shalshelet 
Hakabbaleh."

DR. REDLICH believes that 
the “petition movement” arose in 
the wake of the thaw" and the 
democratic revival umong Rus- 
sian intellectuals. But the Jewish 
national revival was prohably 
more popular in nature than the 
democratic movement. Dr. 
Redlich's remarks were published 
separately from the "Petitions" 
in a recent jssuo of ‘'Behinot,”' the 
periodical devoted to studies on 
Soviet Jewry which appears in 
Jerusalem under the auspices of 
the World Jewish Congress and 
the Hebrew University. 

It is undeniable that public opi- 
nion in the free world plays an in- 
valuable role in helping Jewa to 
leave Russia. Reference to the 
right of emigration provided by 
the Soviet constitution would un- 
doubtedly leave the Soviet 
authorities cold — as aimilar 
applications did before the 
“thew” began under Khrushchev. 
When Moscow leaders seek to 
appear civilized in the eyes of the 
world, they must agree to 
humanize their attitude to those 
whom foreign public opinion con- 
sidors to be mistreated. None of 
the petitioners would have had the 
slightest ahance of being per- 
mitted to go without the publica- 
tion of their appeals in the free 
world. 


Zinberg aummarizes the con- 
tents of most of the books men- 
tloned, describing their main 
features and influences. Oc- 
casionally he gives an extensive 
excuraus on the general teachinga 
of an author or of a group of 
writers. He thus gives ug a con- 
tinuous account of Uterary genres 
and ideas. 

Volume 5 also diacusses 
Karaite writings and analyses the 
poetry of the Yemenite poet 
Shalom Shabbazi, some of which 
is sung at Yemenite weddings to 
this day. Here Zinberg observes a 
fairly common curlosity in Jewish 
literature: bilingual poetry in I 
which Arabic verses and rhymes, Ϊ 
for example, mingle freely with fl 
Hebrew ones.

The translator, Prof. Bernard 
Martin, is to be congratulated for 
his carefully rendered text.

Jews and Arabs 


WHEN Mirlam Keeney's ‘'The 
Return" opened, about a year 
ago, at the Camer! In cooperation 
with Tzavta, the play had obvious- 
ly not been ready for production, 
and it soon closed. The author has 
since thoroughly re-written the 
script, and director Tom Levy 
gave it a new stage concept for 
presentation at the Beersheba 
Theatre. The improvement is 
significant, and while ‘'The 
Return” Is still not a great play, it 
has considerable merit. 

It tackles two intertwined 
problems of present-day Israel: 
Arab-Jewish relations and the 
crass matertalism of those who 
once helieved in — and still speak 
of — pioncering ideals. As 
everyone who attends the theatre 
knows, the latter theme has heen 
donc to death; as for the former, it 
has hardly been touched. The 
author has added nothing substan- 
tially new to the standard stage 
character of the former kibbutz- 
nik now making loads of money as 
a dishonest building contractor 
while paying lip service to ideals, 
but she has given him real flesh 
and blood. 

As for the other theme, Jewish- 
Arab relations, which in the 
earlier version was the central- 
one, {t comes out second best; the 
tangled relationships between 
Riad, the young Arab, his Jewish 
friend Reuven, and the latter's 
girlfriend, Alona, who leaves him 
for the Arab to be jilted in turn in 
favour of a girl from a good Arab 


family, seem contrived and do not 
touch on the essence of the 
problem. 

In the centre of the plot is 
Reuven, or rather Reuven's ghost, 
for the boy is dead when the play 
opens, killed in the Yom Kippur 
War. His father, Ephraim, is busy 
compiling a book about him, inter- 
viewing for the purpose people 
who had known the boy. Ephraim 
started out with the intention of 
presenting a model young Israeli, 
rebellious but deeply attached to 
his father and to the ideals his 
father represents — in other 
words, the kind of a son he would 
have wanted to have. But the dead 
Reuven won't let him have his 
way; from his grave he interferes 
with the writing of the book. 

Riad and Alona toll the real 
story of Reuven's last years. Wo 
learn first of all that for a long 
time there had been no contact 
whatever between father and son, 
that the latter came back from 
studying medicine in America at 
the outbreak of the war not in 
order to fulfil his patriotic duty 
but for other purposes, and joined 
the army because he had no 
choice. We learn that the son 
despised his father and 
everything he stood for, that he 
went abroad not so much to study 
as to get away from the country in 
which men like his father were 
running things. 


THE DEAD SON is the most 
vividly-drawn character, though

we see him only in a series of 
flashbacks, one of the most 
tiresome devices ever used in the 
theatre (I am indebted to the 
anonymous rhymester who 80 
pithily expressed my own opinion 
on the subject in the couplet, 
“Whenever I see a flashback/ I 
want to ask for my cash back"), 
We sce him first as a small boy 
getting into a fist fight with the 
boy who was later to become his 
best friend; as the unsuccessful 
lover and husband, betrayed by 
his wife while he was away 
fighting a war; as a kibbutz 
dropout; and, finally, ap the 
American student in a flower 
child outfit, popping into the ac- 
tion to clarify a point, to say ‘'no, 


It lwasn't sof'' His frequent 
appearances are a bit confusing, 
especially since the plot in quite 
complex, and Tom Levy's effort to 
scparate those appearances from 
real-Hfe action ia not always 
succcssful. 

The staging is otherwise clean 
and taut, and the acting compe- 
tent. Shmuel Shilo is a convincing: 
Ephratm, who arouses both anger 
and sympathy. Haim Hovav, who 
plays Reuven, is a very young ac- 
tor with vitality and stage 
presence. Naom! Grunbaum Is
